Mr. Moley described him as a 
successful lawyer with a good 
party record but as one with 
“little or no experience’ in man- 
aging a large political organiza- 
tion.

Calling upon the committee to 
cast aside a ‘‘threadbare tradi- 
tion,”’ Mr. Moley gilded the lily of 
Ray C. Bliss of Ohio, who had 
the right concept of what the 
GOP needs and who was favored, 
Mr. Moley said, by an unidenti- 
fied ‘‘considerable number of 
Midwestern and Rocky Mountain 
leaders who want Bliss.”’ 


Several Centers 


Opposing, he said, were ‘‘sev- 
eral centers of activity in Wash- 
ington,’ who “‘claim to speak for 
the party.”’ Miller, said Mr. Mo- 
ley, “is this man.’ The issue, 
said the ex-Braintruster, was 
whether the GOP would choose 
an “evangelist or a manager.” 


Apparently no one heard Mr. 
Moley. The committee ._unani- 
mously chose the evangelist, Mr. 
Miller’ tf-the considerable num- 
ber of Midwestern and Rocky 
Mountain leaders who wanted Mr. 
Bliss attended the meeting, they 
forgot his name. 


It may well be that time, that 
old vagabond, will prove Mr. 
Moley right. Indeed, Evangelist 
Miller’s first sermon from the 
GOP pulpit was such an irrespon- 
sible bit of partisanship that it 
must have made every thoughtful 
Republican wince. Mr. Miller re- 
portedly said, as President Ken- 
nedy concluded his two days of 
discussion with Mr. Khrushchev, 
that he hoped the President of 
the United States had made no 
under-the-table deal for the pur- 
pose of increasing his personal 
prestige. 


The implications of this are so 
shabby as to be unworthy of a 
national party chairman. The in- 
ference here was plain that Mr. 
Miller hoped no under the table 
deal had been made to the detri- 
ment of our country merely for 
the sake of President Kennedy’s 
prestige, and is so cheap an eval- 
uation of the meeting that only 
the most rabid partisans will 
approve it. 


If this is a measure of Chair- 
man Miller’s thought processes 
and his idea of how votes may be 
won, it may be that Mr. Moley 
will have the last word after all. 


Need for Debate 


The nation badly needs de- 
bate. It is, instead, experiencing 
shrieks and whines from the 
Birch societies and their soul- 
mate organizations who want to 
fight communism in America, 
where there is little of it, but do 
not want to pay taxes to fight it 
where it is in great strength. 


The nation thrives on partisan- 
ship. It is, as Thoreau said, the 
grit and gravel which enable the 
gizzard of politics to grind up con- 
troversy to where it may be di- 
gested. But pettiness of words is 
not genuine partisanship. 


Mr. Kennedy’s job is to find 
some temporary accommodations 
within the framework of present 
international realities. Those per- 
sons who want to use the Marines 
to solve all our problems rather 
starkly reveal the poverty of 
their comprehension. Have they, 


for example, added up just what 


we have in the way of armed 
forces? 


The President inherited trea- 
ties made in the Dulles years. 
Their futilities were revealed be- 
fore the Eisenhower administra- 
tion was ended. He has the ca- 
pacity to provide the Western 
nations with the leadership so 
desperately needed. His problems 
are ours. If we are to have parti- 
sanship, as we are, then let it be 
intelligent and honorable.

WASHINGTON — Rep. John J. 
Flynt Jr. of Griffin will intro- 
duce a Talmadge-type amend- | 
ment to the federal aid-to-educa- 
tion bill when it comes up for de- 
bate in the House later this 
month. 


Flynt’s rider goes even further 
than the Talmadge proviso, which 
was rejected in the Senate, in that 
it would prohibit the education 
secretary from withholding funds 
“from any state for any reason 
whatsoever.”’ 


The Senate passed the admin- 
istration’s $2.5 billion school aid 
bill recently pretty much as Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy wanted it. 
It is pending in the House, where 
opposition to the multi-billion dol- 
lar program is stronger. 


Flynt said Tuesday that he 
thinks there is a chance the House 
will adopt his amendment, but 
it seems unlikely that the House 
will adopt such a far-reaching 
amendment without any revision. 
Even if it did, the chances are 
even more remote that the Senate 
would accept it. 


A significant aspect, however, 
is that with his amendment Flynt 
will be maneuvering himself into 
the same: position Talmadge did 
in the Senate—in a position to 
vote against the,bill if his rider 
is not agreed #0.

Was Powerful Plea 


President Kennedy achieved his clos- 
est approach to the power of Roosevelt’s 
fireside chats when he reported by tele- 
vision on his Vienna talks with Khru- 
shchev. 

His frank summation reflected a 
measured hope and a heightened confi- 
dence but no illusions. 

“Our views contrasted sharply,” he 
said, “but at least we knew at the end 
where the other one stood.” 

And that really is the chief value 

created by this reopening of confronta- 
tions. Mr. Kennedy found he and Khru- 
shchev held “totally different concepts” 
of where the world is and where it is 
going. 
But his belief that chances of dan- 
gerous. misjudgment on either side 
“should now be less” seems justified by 
the personal measurement each man has 
now taken of the other. The country 
backs the President’s firmness. 

And against his sober recital of the 
dangers we face, he turned with great ef- 
fectiveness to the American people and 
asked their support of his foreign aid 
program to assure that freedom will pre- 
vail. It was a mature and compelling 
plea, worthy of the people’s affirmative 
response.

Stevenson Seeks 
Answer to Latins 


Adlai Stevenson’s warm welcome in 
Latin America speaks well for chances of 
success of his important mission to Latin 
America. It is not a goodwill tour as such 
but an effort to improve relations with a 
continent where U.S. policies have not 
been at all successful in recent years. 


The ill-fated visit by Vice President 
Nixon in 1958 was evidence enough that 
fence mending in the Southern continent 
was in order. It was in Caracas that 
rioting crowds embarrassed Mr. Nixon 
and his country to the delight of U.S. foes 
everywhere. Mr. Stevenson, however, is 


popular as proved in a two-month tour 


of the area a year ago. 


Much of our troubles with Latin 
America have been a result of ignorance, 
as proved by the Cubans. Under Secre- 
tary of State Chester Bowles said recent- 
ly that the big questions are “poverty and 
injustice and the insecurity of people 
who just feel there is not much to live 
for.” 

Mr. Stevenson thus seeks to lay the 
groundwork for making the “Alliance for 
Progress” a success. This alliance is 
aimed at fostering economic develop- 
ment and social justice. These major 
problems plague most Latin countries 
and have brought on the unrest:so evi- 
dent in many of them. : 

The task will not be accomplished 
overnight but Mr. Stevenson, respected 
by governments and the people, will help 
make a start. Communist inroads prove 
the clock already is past midnight.

Even after several days of study, Gen. 
Eisenhower’s speech of last week is still 
a puzzling and disappointing one.

Most Americans had expected the 
former president to speak out forcefully 
on issues. They had expected to hear from 
him when he agreed with the present 
administration (for instance, on Laos) 
and they had expected to hear from him 
when he disagreed with it.

WASHINGTON—The Supreme Court’s accept- 
ance as a fact that there exists an interna- 
RES tional Communist conspiracy ‘to overthrow by 
violence the institutions of the United States is of transcendent im- 
portance to national defense. For this conspiracy, if its activities 
were to continue to enjoy immunity from the penalties prescribed by 
Congress, could nullify military security installations which have 
cost many billions of dollars.

The Supreme Court Monday 
validated congressional penalties 
for only certain closely specified 
infractions of the Smith Act of 
1940 and put the burden on the 
government to prove them in 
each instance they are invoked. 
But even this narrow ruling was 
made by 5 justices against 4, the 
minimum majority which a single 
replacement on the court could 
reverse. Opposed as ever to the 
terms of legislation by which Con- 
gress-has attempted to build pro- 
tections in this country from the 
operations of the internation- 
al Communist conspiracy were 
Chief Justice Warren and Jus- 
tices Black, Douglas and Brennan. 

To uphold the Communist Par- 
ty’s arguments that Congress had 
abridged its rights under the 
first amendment, said Justice 
Frankfurter, ‘‘would make a 
travesty of that amendment.” 
And in sustaining the clause of 
the Smith Act that makes it crim- 
inal to have “knowing member- 
ship in a group which advocates 
violent overthrow of the govern- 
ment” Justice Harlan, for the 
5-to-4 majority, held that it “falls 
within established, and therefore 


presumably constitutional, stand- 
ards of criminal imputability.”’ 

The clause, he pointed out, 
“neither prescribes membership 
in Communist organizations as 
such, but only in organizations 
engaging in advocacy of violent 
overthrow.” 

This finding in law, and—from 
the standpoint of national securi- 
ty—the even more important con- 
clusion in fact, have strengthened 
the defenses of the nation. But 
that vital service would not ‘have 
been rendered by the court if four 
members, only one short of a 
majority, had prevailed. And, 
through the grounds of their dis- 
sents differed, the effect would 
have been to sustain the general 
doctrine of two, Justices Black 
and Douglas, who continue to in- 
terpret the guarantees of the 
first, fifth and other amendments 
as absolutes. These they would 
maintain as paramount in total 
disregard of the existence, meth- 
ods and objectives of the Commu- 
nist conspiracy which employs 
the guarantees as a shield behind

Turning to his two days in Vi- 
enna, the President said he and 
Khrushchey ‘‘met in sober, in- 
tensive consultation. It was a 
very sober two days.”’ 


He said there was no discour- 
tesy, no threats, no ultimatums 
and “‘no concession was made or| 
given.” 


“No spectacular progress was 
either achieved or pretended,”’ the 
President went on. ‘This kind 
of informal exchange may not be 
as exciting as a full-fledged sum- 
mit meeting,” he added but ‘“‘it 
was not intended to be.” 


No future summit meetings 
were planned, he said. 


“I found this meeting with Mr. 
Khrushchev, sombre as it was, 
immensely useful,”” the President 
reported. “The gap was not ma- 
terially reduced, but at least the 
chamels of information were 
opened more fully.” 

The men who must make the 
big decisions, he went on, agreed 
to remain in contact. 

“The direct give-and-take was 
of immeasurable value in mak- 
ing clear and precise what we 
considered vital.” 


The President grimly observed 
that the Soviets and.the people 
of the United States are so far 
apart that they give wholly dif- 
ferent meanings to the same 
words—words like war and peace.

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I went to Vienna to meet the 
leader of the Soviet Union, Mr. 
Khrushchev. We met in sober in- 
tensive conversation, and I be 
lieve it is my obligation to the 
people, to the Congress and to 
our allies to report on those con- 
versations candidly and publicly. 
Mr. Khrushchev and I had a very 
full and frank exchange of views 
on the major issues that now 
divide our two countries. 


I will tell you now that it was 
a very sober two days. There 
was no discourtesy, no loss of 
tempers, no threats or ultima- 
tums by either side. No advance 
of consequence was either gained 
or given. No major decisions 
were either planned or taken, no 
spectacular progress was either 
achieved or pretended. This kind 
of informal exchange may not be 


as exciting as a full-fledged sum-

mit meeting with a fixed agenda 
and a large corps of advisors 
where negotiations are attempted 
and a new agreement sought. 


But this was not intended to 
be and was not such a meeting, 
nor did we plan any future sum- 
mit meeting at Vienna. But I' 
found this meeting with Chair- 


man Khrushchev, sober as it was|: 
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But I bear the responsibility of 
the presidency of the United 
States, and it is my duty to make 
decisions that no adviser and no 
ally can make for me. It is. my 
obligation and responsibility to 
see that these decisions are as in- 
formed as possible, that they are 
based on as much direct first- 
hand knowledge as possible. I, 
therefore, thought it was of im- 
mense importance that I know 
Mr. Khrushchev, that I gain as 
much insight and understanding 
as I could on his present and fu- 
ture policies. 


At the same time I wanted to 
that Khrushchev 
knew this country and its policies, 
that he understood our strength 
and our determination and that he 
knew that we desired peace with 
all nations of every kind. 


Views Are Given 


I wanted to present our views 
to him directly, precisely, real- 
istically, and with an opportunity 
for discussion and clarification. 


This was done. No new aims were 
stated in private that have not 
been stated in public on either 
side. The gap between us was 
not in such a short period ma- 
terially reduced, but at least the 
channels of communication were 
opened more fully. At least the 
chances of a dangerous misjudg- 
ment on either side should now 
be less, and at least the men on

For the facts of the matter are 
that the Soviets and ourselves 
give wholly different meanings to 
the samme words—war, peace, de- 
mocracy, and popular will. We 
have wholly different views of 
right and wrong, of what it is 
that is an internal affair and 
what is aggression, and above 
all, we have wholly different 
concepts of where the world is 
and where it -is going. 


Only by such a discussion was 
it possible for me to be sure 
that Mr. Khrushchev knew how 
differently we view the present 
and the future. 


Our views contrasted sharply, 
but at least we knew better at 
the end where we both stood. 
Neither of us was there to dic- 
tate a settlement or to convert 
the other to a cause, or to con- 
cede our basic interests, but both 
of us were there, I think, be- 
cause we realized that each na- 
tion has the power to inflict 
enormous damage upon the oth- 
er, that such a war could and 
should be avoided, if at all pos- 
sible, since it would settle no 
dispute and prove no doctrine 
and that care should thus be 
to prevent our conflicting 

from so directly con- 
fronting~each other that war nec- 


Believe in System 


We believe in a system of na- 
tional freedom and independence. 
He believed in an expanding and 
dynamic concept of world com- 
munism, and the question was 
whether these two systems can 
ever hope to live in peace with- 
i loss of se 


dom of our friends. However 
difficult it may seem to answer 
this question in the affirmative 
as we approached so many harsh 
tests, I think we owe it to all 
mankind to make every possible 
effort. 


That is why I considered the 
ienna talks to be useful. The 
sombre mood that they conveyed 
was not cause for elation or re- 
laxation, nor was it cause for 
undue pessimism or fear. It 
simply demonstrated how much 
work we in the Free World have 
to do, and how long and hard a 
struggle must be our fate as 
Americans in this generation as 
the chief defenders of the cause 
of liberty. 


The one area which afforded 
some immediate prospect of ac- 
cord was Laos. Both sides recog- 
nized the need to reduce the 
dangers in that situation. Both 
sides endorsed the concept of 
a neutral and independent Laos, 
much in the manner of Burma 
or Cambodia, and of critical im- 
portance to the current confer- 
ence on Laos in Geneva, both 
sides recognized the importance 
of an effective cease-fire. It is 
urgent that this be translated 
into the attitudes at Geneva, en- 
abling the international control 
commission to do its duty, to 
make certain that a cease-fire 
is enforced and maintained. 


Hopes for Progress 


I am hopeful that progress can 
be made in this matter in the 
coming days at Geneva, for that 
would greatly improve the interna- 
tional atmosphere. 


No such hope emerged, how- 
ever, with respect to the other 
deadlock, the Geneva conference, 
seeking a treaty to ban nuclear 
tests. Mr. Khrushchey made it 
clear that there could not be a 
neutral administration in his opin- 
ion, because no one was truly neu- 
tral, that a Soviet veto would have 
to apply to acts of enforcement, 
that inspection was — a sub- 
terfuge for espionage in the ab- 
sence of total t, and 
that the present test ban negotia- 
tions appeared futile. 


In short, our hopes for an end 
to nuclear tests, for an end to 
the spread of nuclear weapons 
and for some slowing down of the 
arms race have been struck a se- 
rious blow. Nevertheless, the 
stakes are too important for us to 
abandon the draft treaty which 
we have offered at Geneva, but 
our most somber talks were on 
the subject of Germany and Ber- 
lin. 


I made it clear to Mr. Khrush- 
chev that the security of Western 
Europe, and, therefore, our own 
security, are deeply involved in 
our presence and our accé®ss 
rights to West Berlin, that those

Khrushchev’s Views 


Mr. Khrushchev in turn pre- 
sented his views in detail, and

way without resort to force. He 


Generally, Mr. Khrushchev did 
not talk in terms of war. He be- 
lieves the world will move his 


spoke of his nation’s achievements 
in space. He stressed his inten- 
tion to outdo us in industrial pro- 
duction, to out-trade us, to prove 
to the world the superiority of 
his system over ours. 


Most of all he predicted the 
triumph of communism in the 
new and less developed countries. 
He was certain that the tide there 
was moving his way, that the rev- 
olution of rising peoples would 
eventually be a Communist revo- 
lution, and that the so-called wars 
of liberation, supported by the 
Kremlin, would replace the old 
methods of direct aggression and 
invasion. 

In the 1940s and early 50s the 
great danger was from Commu- 
nist armies marching across free 
borders, which we saw in Korea. 


Our nuclear monopoly helped to 
prevent this in other areas. Now 
we face a new and different 
threat. We no longer have a nu- 
clear monopoly. Their missiles, 
they believe, will hold off our 
missiles, and their troops can 
match our. troops, should we in- 
tervene in the so-called wars of 
liberation. 


Thus, the itocal conflict they 
support can turn in their favor 
through guerillas or insurgents or 
subversion. A small group of dis- 
ciplined Communists could spread 
discontent and misery in a coun- 
try where the average income 
may be $60 or $70 a year, and 
seize control therefore of the en- 
tire country without Communist 
troops ever crossing any interna- 
tional frontier. This is the Com- 
munist theory, but I believe just 
as strongly that time will prove it 
wrong, that liberty and independ- 
ence and self-determination, not 
communism, is the future of man, 
and that free men have the will 
and the resources to win the 
struggle for freedom. 


But it is clear that this strug- 
gle in this area of the new and 
poorer nations will be a continu- 
ing crisis of this decade. 


Mr. Khrushchev made one 
point which I wish to pass on. He 
said there are many disorders 
throughout the world, and he 
should not be blamed for them 
all. He is quite right. It is easy 
to dismiss as Communist-inspired 
every anti-government or anti- 
American riot, every overthrow 
of the corrupt regime or every 
mass protest against misery and 
despair, but these are not all 
Communist-inspired. ° 


The Communists move in to 
split them, to infiltrate their lead- 
ership, to ride their-crest to vic- 
tory, but the Communists did 
not create the conditions which 
caused them. In short the hopes 
for freedom in these areas which 
sees too much poverty and il- 
literacy, so many children who 
are sick, so many children who 
die in the first year, so many 
families without homes, so many 
families without hopes, the future 
for freedom in these areas rests 
with the local peoples and their 
governments. 


If they have the will to deter- 
mine their own future, if their 
governments have the support 
of their own people, if their hon- 
est and progressive measures to 
help their people have inspired 
confidence and zeal, then no 
guerrilla or insurgent action can 
succeed. But where these con- 
ditions do not exist, a military 
guarantee against external attack 
from across the borders offers 
little protection against internal 
decay. 


Cannot Sit By 

Yet all this does not mean that 
our nation and the West and the 
Free World can only sit by. On 
the contrary, we have an historic 
opportunity to help these coun- 
tries build their societies until 
they are so strong and broadly 
based that only an outside inva- 
sion could topple them. And that 
threat we know can be stopped. 
We can train and equip their 
forces to resist Communist-sup- 
plied insurrections. We can help 
develop the industrial and agri- 
cultural base on which new living 
standards can be built. we can 
encourage better administration 
and better education and better 
tax and land distribution and 
a better life for the people, all 
this and more we can do be 
cause we have the talent and the 
resources to do it, if we will 
only use and share. 


I know that there is a great 
deal of feeling in the United 
States that we had carried the 
burden of economic assistance 
long enough, but these countries 
that we now are. supporting 
stretching all the way along from 
the top of Europe to the Middle 
East down through Saigon are 
now subject to great efforts 
internally. in many of them to 
seize control. 

If we are not prepared to as- 
sist them in making a better 
life for their people, then I be- 
lieve that the prospects for free- 
dom in those areas are uncer- 
tain. We must, I believe, assist 
them, if we are determined to 
meet the Communist invasion.

And 
we have to play our part in it. 
And, therefore I hope again that 
we will assist these people so that 
they can remain free. 


It was fitting that Congress 
opened its hearings on our new 
foreign military and economic 
aid programs in Washington at 
the very time that Mr. Khrush- 
chev’s words in Vienna were 
demonstrating as nothing else 
could the need for that very 
program. It should be well run, 
effectively administered, but I 
believe we must do it. And I am 
hopeful that you, the American 
people, will support it again, be- 
cause I think it is vitally impor- 
tant to the security of these 
areas. There is no use talking 
against the Communist advance 
unless we are willing to meet 
our responsibilities however bur- 
densome they may be. 


No Mere Justification 


I do not justify this aim merely 
on the ground of anti-communism. 
It is a recognition of our oppor- 
tunity and obligation to help these 
people be free. And we are not 
alone. I found that the people 
of France, for example, were 
doing far more in Africa in the 
way of aiding independent na- 
tions than our own country was, 
but I know that foreign aid is 
a burden that is keenly felt, and 
I can only say that we have no 
more crucial obligation now, 


My stay in England was short, 


but the visit gave me a chance 
to confer privately again with 
Prime Minister Macmillan, just 
as others of our party in Vienna 
were conferring yesterday with 
Gen. De Gaulle and Chancellor 
Adenauer. We all agree that 
there is work to be done in the 
West, and from our conversa- 
tions have come agreed steps to 
get on with this work. Our day 
in London, capped by a meeting 
with Queen Elizabeth and Prince 
Philip, was a strong reminder at 
the end of a long journey that 
the West remains united in its 
determination to hold to its 
standards. 


May I conclude by saying 
simply that I am glad to be 
home. We have in this trip ad- 
|mired splendid places and seen 
stirring sights, but we are glad 
to be home. No demonstration of 
support abroad could mean so 
much as the support which you, 


the American people, have so 


generously given to our. country. 
With that support, I am not fear- 
ful of the future. We must be 
patient. We must be determined. 
We must. be courageous. 

We must accept both risks and 
burdens, but with the will and 
the work, freedom will prevail.

‘ Collagen diseases are a group] semi - classical, 


having one thing in common: 
they are disorders of the connec- 
tive tissues of the body — the 
supporting framework other than 
the skeleton itself. 


Injury, inflammation, or pos- 
sibly allergic response which 
causes some sort of reaction— 
these are common to the various 
collagen diseases. However, the 
exact cause—or group of causes 
if that be the case—is not known. 


Diseases of the collagen type in- 
clude rheumatoid arthritis, sclero- 
dema (a hardening of the skin), 
disseminated lupus erythemato- 
sus, polyarteritis nodosa, certain 
types of thrombocytopenia (a de- 
ficiency of platelets in the blood), 
dermatomyositis. 


That’s a collection of big 
words—and the list isn’t com- 
plete. If this is somewhat difficult 
for readers, it’s also difficult for 
doctors. But we are getting some- 
where with these diseases. 


Difficulties include the follow- 
ing: while we observe that vari- 
ous presumably causative ele- 
ments are present, we can’t say 
we really know the “cause” be- 
cause it evidently varies; one ail- 
ment may melt into another, 
which complicates things; the 
‘symptoms of collagen diseases 
«can be extensive and can involve 
almost any system in the body— 
skin, joints, muscles, kidneys, 
blood, etc. In fact, there are now 
certain blood tests that give a 
clue to, or help confirm the pres- 
ence of collagen diseases. Skin 
and muscle biopsies are _ used, 
since these tissues may be in- 
volved. 


It is impossible to be specific 
about this problem, because it is 
so varied, extensive and compli- 
cated. That does not mean, how- 
ever, your doctor can’t offer you 
logical and effective diagnosis and 
treatment. 


Treatment depends on the se- 
verity of the disease and the ex- 
tensiveness of involvement of dif- 
ferent parts of the system. Hence 
the treatment can range from the 
quite simple to the quite compii- 
cated. 


Balanced diet may be the prin- 
cipal thing needed. Or, in the 
on of lupus, avoidance of sun- 
ight may be basic. And the 
steroid drugs are used extensive- 
ly, the purpose being to lessen in- 
flammation and modify the effect 
on tissues that are involved. 


These diseases are not easy to 
identify, and for that reason you 
musn’t be surprised if your doc- 
tor says, “I think it might be this, 
but I don’t want to be too positive 
on the first look.”’ 


Indeed, one characteristic is the 
slowness and subtlety of these 
diseases. 


I have been told that ergo- 
tamine drugs should not be 
used while one is pregnant, 
but they have been of so much 
use to me in preventing mi- 
graine headaches I can hardly 
give up that relief. Do I have 
to?—O. G. 


The ergot drugs should not be 
used carelessly during pregnancy 
(nor any time, so far as _ that 
goes). However, a different form, 
dihydroergotamine, which can be 
used as an injection, has been 
used without harm right up to the 
last month of pregnancy. (One 
other thought: In a good many 
cases migraine headaches 
strangely but happily cease dur- 
ing pregnancy.)

Tuesday's decree tended to con- 
firm an impression held by many 
observers, including Americans, 
that the junta, controlling ‘more 
than 500,000 men in uniform, in- 
tended to remain in power a long 
tue. It has promised to re- 
establish a civilian government in 
this anti-Communist. country of 
25,000,000 once -its ae 
goals are achieved—but it 
not set a date.

The nation’s constitution, origi- 
nally drawn up in 1948, was not 
formally suspended, but it in fact 
became nothing more than a scrap 
of paper.

The DeKalb County Board of Education has pro- 
posed a near $12 million budget for the coming school 
year which will include minimum raises of $300 for all 


teachers. 

Superintendent Jim Cherry said 
it will not be necessary to in- 
crease the tax levy for DeKalb 
school operations. 


“The proposed budget will be 


financed by additional state funds 


and by an anticipated increase in 
the DeKalb school district tax di- 
gest,”” he said. - 


INCREASE OF 1.3 MILLION 

In all probability, said Cherry, 
the school board will adopt the 
budget, an increase of over $1.35 
million from last year’s budget, 
at its July meeting.

When‘the ‘doctors finished handicap- 
ping Tony, they announced that he had suffered a brain concussion, 
a broken jaw and reinjured his back.

They said’ he was through this time. But tough Tony didn’t 
know where, other.than atthe track, a~kid from a milltown could 
make thousands of bucks. 


He staged another comeback. The worst was still yet to come. 
Riding at Laurel, a horse unloaded DeSpirito. Another horse stepped 
on him. When they. appraised the damage this time, the odds were 
long against Tony. His fracturedribs had. penetrated- his .kidney. 
They-removed two ribs, a kidney and his spleen. _ 


A cat has only nine lives. Tony would never ride again, but 
he did. And. again the results were disastrous. He crashed 
through a f @¢ Rockingham, later wound up in the hospital 
again after atiother collision ‘at Laurel last spring. 

He announced his retirement, but he didn’t retire. 


Now he’s at Hollywood Park. He has ridden only one winner 
since the meet started:-He no longer gets the good horses; in fact, 
he’s having trouble lining up any horses. But he’s riding, and he 
figures the odds are.with him. The wheel of misfortune has been 
spinning for too long. He’s due another whirl like he had in 1952 
when nothing but winners came up. 


Meanwhile, Lady Luck and Sellers have been running as an 
entry. Sellérs rode his first winner at Sunshine Park in 1955 and 
collected some $30,000 that year. Twelve months previously he was 
making $25 a week as an exercise boy. Now, six years later, 
Sellers figures to make more than $200,000. 


At 23, Sellers has a bright future. At 25, DeSpirito is broke and 
perhaps washed up. As they say around the tracks, racing luck is 
all-important.

CHICAGO (#—Hank Greenberg, second only to Babe Ruth as an 
all-time season home-run hitter, emerged Tuesday as strong man 
in the Chicago White Sox front office as a budding sale of the club 
was spiked: 


Sox Vice President Greenberg stated flatly in a news conference 
that the majority 54 per cent Sox holdings would not be sold to a 
syndicate headed by comedian Danny Thomas for a reported $4.8 
million. 

The 46 per cent minority interest is held by sidelined Chuck 
Comiskey. 


Greenberg further said Sox President Bill Veeck and prominent 
stockholder Arthur C. Allyn “have designated me to represent 
them as the sole spokesman for the majority interests in all phases 
of club business, both on and off the field.”’ 

Veeck, who has been the Sox leader since his syndicate bought 
majority control for $2.7 million March 10, 1959, thus moved out 
of the strong-man position because of illness. 

Greenberg, whose 1938 homer total of 58 is exceeded only by 
Ruth’s 59 in 1926 and record 60 in 1927, apparently was irked by 
an early morning news conference called by Bernard Epton, a 
lawyer representing the Thomas syndicate. 

Epton claimed his group. actually had an option to buy as of 
last Wednesday. But it was not signed and-Epten-asserted Green- 
berg queered the deal by demanding $100,000 instead of the 
proferred $1,000 for the option privilege. 

Epton said both Veeck and Allyn were agreeable to selling to 
the Thomas group, which already had raised $1.3 million in sub- 
scription agreements in a planned line-up of 25 backers. Thomas

The knowledge of how to make out a line-up 
was the product of long and hard years in the 
game.
